New Delhi, the 8th February, 1978 

S.O. 79(E).—In exercise of the powers conferred by section 3 of the 
Essential Commodities Act, 1955 (10 of 1955), the Central Government hereby 
makes the following Order further to amend the Jute (Licensing and Control) 
Order, 1961, namely :— 

1. (1) This Order may be called the Jute (Licensing and Control (Amend¬ 

ment Order, 1978. 

(2) It shall come into force at once. 

2. In the Jute (Licensing and Control) Order, 1961, after clause 7, the 

following clause shall be inserted, namely :— 

“7A. Appeal against order of licensing authority :—Any person aggrieved 
by an order refusing to grant a licence or an order suspending or cancelling 
a licence may, within a period of thirty days from the date of communication 
of such order, prefer an appeal,—• 

(a) if the order is made by the licensing authority, other than the Jute 

Commissioner, to the Jute Commissioner, or 

(b) if the order is made by the Jute Commissioner, to the Central 
Government, 

for his or its decision thereon."
